** Having suffered with others in tiie 
late calamity, we have made haste to 
collect the remains of our printing ma- 
tenula. and now pteaent to the public 
the ciicumstances which accompanied 
this event 
In the whole course of our 
editorial career we have frequently had 
to record matters of deep importance, 
of various nature ; but never, oo never 
before has it fallen to our lot to give to 
the world an account of so distressing a 
contplexion. 


On l uest^y the llth Inst, this city 
exhibited such a scene of desolation 
and of disifess, probably more aw­ 
fully calamitous than any, grievously 
experienced in America. 


Between one and two o’clock in the 
morning, a livery stable, belonging to a 
Mr. Boon, on a truat tot of the eaute of 
Isaac Fell« io Baptist church square, 
was discovered to be on fire. 
The citi 
sens, and different engine companiea, 
together with the oflicers and crews of 
the vesaelain the harbor,were bOi>n con­ 
vened, but. unfortunately, no immetiiate

dwellings covered with voluires of 
smok' and flame, tumbling into ruins. 
Tes ! the beat part of .Savannah is no 
more ! 
The flames have prostrated all 
tbe buildinga which were the piide of 
our ci.y ! 
1 hue was the emporium of 
our state, whicb was promising a con­ 
siderable figure among the coninnriial 
cities of OUI sister statea, almost d< s- 
troyed io twtive houra.
